ceive one and two-thirds shares of 
tepublic common for each share 
of Trumbull preferred, and one- 
fifth of a share of Republic com- 
mon for each share of Trumbull 
common. Republic steel, which is 
traded on the New York Stock Ex- 
change, closed yesterday at 625s, 
going up 1% points. 

The Republic Steel is one of the 
foremost producers of diversified 
steel products in the United States 
and has manufacturing plants in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Alabama, In- 
diana and Illinois, and 
mines in Michigan, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin and Alabama. Trumbull has 
mills at Warren, Q.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—That 
provision of the Constitution which 
gives Congress the authority to de- 
clare war, President Coolidge be- 
lieves, may make it impossible for 
the United States to enter into 
treaties to outlaw war. 

While he believes this power 
cannot be taken away from the 
legislators, he is anxious to discuss 
such a proposition with other na- 
tions and is of the opinion that at 
least treaties setting forth a policy 
could be affected. ; 

He thinks, however, that such 


treaties should be negotiated sepa- 


rately with individual nations, 
rather than at a general confer- 
ence on the subject of outlawing 
War, 

Result of Borah’s Proposal.

CINCINNATI, 0O., Noy. 26.—~ 
Shortly after the three allenists ap- 
pointed by the Court had submit- 
ted a provisional! report§ finding 
George Remus sane now and at the 
time he killed his wife, Imogene, 
Oct. 6 last, County Prosecutor 
Charles H. Taft II rested for the 
State and the first defense witness 
was called. 

Remus, erstwhile millionaire 
“King of bootleggers,” is on trial 
| for first degre. murder. His sole 
defense is a plea of transitory in- 
sanity. 

Immediately after the announce- 
ment that the State had completed 
its direct case, Charles H. Elston, 
co-counsel with Remus, who acts 
as his own chief counsel, leaped up 


.ed verdict of not guilty. It 
denied by Judge Shook. 

Elston next moved to have much 
of the State’s evidence struck from 
the record. He said that the State 
had failed to prove that Remus 
acted as an agent for a four-sided 
murder conspiracy when he shot 
his wife. The Judge reserved his 
decision on this point. 

Remus Crosses Co-Counsel, 

Elston moved that the § three 
| alienists be removed from the judi- 
| cial dais. They took seats just back 
of the Judge a few days ago. 

Judge Shook explained that he 
had requested the doctors to sit 
with him. “I have advised with 
| them from time to time,” the Judge 
said, “but if either side objects to 
| their presefce here, of course, |] 
, Shall request them to _ take seats 
| elsewhere.” 
| With Elston still 
| position, Remus got to his feet and 
|Suavely and smoothly begged the 
| Court to disregard Elston’s request 
‘and to continue to permit “these 
| honored alienists” to sit where 
they were. Elston was plainly 
| nettled by the interference. Judge 
| Shook also was annoyed,

“The record shows your side is 
on record,” said Judge Shook. 
“Co-counsel has gone on record. 
There are two of you, but we will 
hold to one plea. One destroys the 
others.” 
| “Would you be able to say from 
|your observation whether Mr. Re- 
mus was sane or insane?” Elston 
asked Burke. 

“Yes,”” was the reply. 

“What is your opinion?”

Louis since 1869, died .early today

'place, of the infirmities of age. 
| Mr. Clifford’s steel plant in 8St. 
| Louis was combined with others 
‘in 1900 to form the American Steel 
and Wire Co., of which he became 
chairman of the board of directors. 
‘The following year this company 
‘was absorbed by the United States 
'Steel Corporation, on the board of 
which Mr. Clifford served until 
1916, when he retired from active 


business. 

In 1877. Mr. Clifford married 
Mary Francis Morton of St, Louis, 
who died in 1890. To them were 
born six children, five of whom are 
living. Mrs. Edith C. Saxton. Mrs. 
Marion C. Biossom, Mrs. Wilbur 
B. Jones and Oliver M. Clifford, all 
of St. Louis, and Arthur M, Clif#- 
ford of Pasadena, Cal.

EDISON HEARS HIS VOICE, SEES 
SELF IN FILMS FIRST TIME 


Inventor Screened in Laboratorics, 
While Vocal Sounds Are KRe- 
corded 200 Miles Off.

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Beaming 
like a child undergoing a novel 
and pleasing experience, Thomas 
A. Edison, with his head stuck Into 
a high-powered radig loud speaker, 
heard his own voice for the first 
time in years and saw himself on 
the screen in his laboratories in 
West Orange, N. J., last night. The 
inventor is almost totally deaf. 

The occasion was a demonstra- 
tion by the General Electric Co. of 
the kenograph cone, its new “talk- 
ing’ movie device. . 

A feature of the demonstration 
was the fact that while the inven- 
tor was being filmed by a motion 
picture camera in his office Oct. 21, 
his voice was being recorded at the 
sathe time over the long-distance 
telephone in the General Electric 
Co.’s laboratories in Schenectady, 
200 miles away. 

Edison experimented with ear 
phones last night, but couldn't hear 
a word. The loud speaker, how- 
ever, gave bim a thrill.

HELPED CONSECRATE

Was Apostolic Delegate to 
the United States From 
1911 to 1923—Ordained 
Priest in 1890.

ROME, Nov. 26.—Cardinal Bon- 
zano, apostolic delegate to the 
United States from 1911 to 1923, 
died today. He was 60 years old. 

The Cardinal, whose last visit to 
America was made last year as pa- 
pal delegate to the Eucharistic 
Congress in Chicago and to the 
St. Louls Cathedral consecration, 
underwent an emergency operation 
for a stomach disorder one week 
ago. He was under the knife two 
and a half hours for the removal 
of a tumor. 

At first he seemed to be recover- 
ing, but Tuesday night had a slight 
setback. This was chiefly due to 
a windstorm which lashed Rome 
and obliged his attendants to close 
all the windows in his apartment. 

Throughout his illness, Cardinal 
Gasparri, papal secretary of state, 
who is confined to his bed with a 
cold, was kept informed of devel- 
opments. 

Since last night the Cardinal’s 
condition had been steadily grow- 
ing worse, despite the efforts of his 
doctors because his heart had been 
weakened. He died at 8:25 a. m. 

Besides the doctors who attended 
him he was nursed by his brother 
and gister, who came from Pied- 
mont4tior that purpose.

Cardinal Bonzano became well 
known in the United States dur- 
ing the 12 years that he spent as 
apostolic delegate to Washington. 

Shortly after his appointment to 
Washington he was made titlular 
archbishop of Mitylene. He was 
not created Cardinal until Novem- 
ber, 1922, while he still was serv- 
ing at the Washington post. 

The Cardinal was born at Cas- 
telletto, Italy, Sept. 26, 1867. He 
prepared for the priesthood at the 
College of SS. Peter and Paul 
in Rome, and afterward at the Col- 
lege of the Propaganda. He was 
ordained in 1890, but returned to 
Rome seven years later for another 
two years’ study.

ANY divorces are, in fact, brought 
about on the ground of incompati- 
bility, although the parties cannot plead 
that alone, but must plead some stat- 
utory ground, such as extreme cruelty, 
desertion, etc, 1 think, however, it would 
be an advance in civilization if divorce 
were granted when incompatibility, and 
that alone, is proved. 


For example, we had a case before | 


the Domestic Relations Court of an aged 
couple, both over 70, who were evidently 
incompatible, not having lived together 
since 1903, when they agreed to sepa- 
rate. Both appear to have been above 
the average in intelligence, and neither 
charged the other with any great wrong. 
And yet they could not agree and 
could not get a divorce. They might 
have agreed well enough in the early 
part of their wedded life, 39 years ago. 
But our characters change with the 
vears, and two persons who might have 
been well adapted to each other years 
ago may gradually become estranged, 
without any blame to be attached to 
either. Nature is our taskmaster, and 
we are her victims.

LOOD control in the Mississippi basin is 

essential to Mid-Western prosperity. 
Hundreds of square ‘miles under water, 
thousands made homeless, property and 
business destroyed—it is a catastrophe that 
must not be duplicated if human skill can 
prevent it. It is a Federal problem, legal- 
ly and practically. The Federal Govern- 
ment has domain over the river. A pro- 
ject affecting so many communities. coun- 
ties, and states is one most effectively han- 
died under central control.

HE part Americans have played in the 
great achievements of medical science 
in the last half century forms one of the 


most creditable chapters in the history of 
this country. One of the major figures in 
that accomplishment is Dr. William H. 
Welch, for 30 years professor of pathology 
in the Johns Hopkins University, a man the 
influence of whose mind has been felt on 
the continents of Asia, Europe and Amer- 
ica, and whose work has been of incalcula- 
ble benefit to the human race, especially to 
that part of it dwelling in the United States. 

To those who are familiar with the man- 
ner in which the discoveries of Louis Pas- 
teur, the French chemist, and Dr. Robert 
Koch, the German physician and teacher, . 
led to the adoption of the germ theory of 
disease and later to the birth of the science 
of bacteriology, it is sufficient to say that 
Dr. Welch was one of the first, if not the 
very first, to bring the results of the labors 
of these men to America, to kindle the en- 
thusiasms of students of medicine and prac- 
titioners in this country about them, and to 
start the process of transforming the prac- 
tice of medicine. The work was begun al- 
most 50 years ago. Throughout all that long 
period Dr. Welch has remained the master 
and the counsellor of men who have con- 
stantly increased the area in which the new 
and cleansing sciences have operated to free 
men from the handicaps of disease and to 
make lands and cities habitable which were 
not habitable before.

ALBANIA DEFENDS NEV; 
TREATY WITH ITALY 


Government Communique Says 
Pact Carries No Menace 
Against Any Third Power. 


By the Associated Press. 

TIRANA, Albania, Nov. 26.—The 
recently signed Italian-Albanian 
treaty of “defensive alliance” is 
completely pacific in character and 
carries no menace against any third 
state, says an official communica- 
tion issued by the Albanian Gov- 
ernment. 

The treaty, which was signed 
Nov. 22, was presented to Parlia- 
ment yesterday and its ratification 
is expected soon. 

The Albanian Government, in its 
announcement of the treaty, said: 

“In complete harmony with the 
program of the League of Nations, 
this diplomatic document has a 
complete pacific character and car- 
ries no menace against any third 
state. The treaty will be registered 
with the League of Nations. 

“It is evident that the treaty will 
contribute efficiently to the main- 
tenance of peace and general secur. 
ity while the equality of rights : nd 
obligations of the two contracting 
parties manifests the loyalty and 
sincerity inspiring the two neigh- 
boring allied states in their friend- 
ly and faithful relations. 

“This treaty is analogous in its 
general lines to that concluded be- 
tween England and Portugal two 
centuries ago and cannot fail to 
produce excellent results for gen- 
erml peace and salutary effects for 
Albanian independence.” - 

A telegram from Ahmed Zogu, 
President of Albania, to Premier 
Mussolini, declares that Albania 
may be small, but she is “proud 
end jealous of her independence 
and the national integrity.” The 
telegram thanked Mussolini for the 
new proof of Italy's friendship con- 
tained in the treaty. 

Mussolini's reply declares that 
Italy’s policy leading to the signa- 
ture of the pact has no other aim 
than pacific collaboration with the 
Albanian Government to guarantee 
the integrity, independence and 
progress of Albania.

OLYMPIC GROUP 
PLANS CAMPAIGN 
FOR $400,000 


Each City Will Be Asked to 


Contribute One Cent per 
Person for U..S. Team’s 
Expenses. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 26. — The 
American Olympic Committee fig- 
ures that its athietic invasion of 
Amsterdam, Holland, next summer 
will cost approximately $1200 per 


athlete. On this basis, with a team 
of 300 or more performers in at 
least a dozen branches of compe- 
tition, the committee plans soon to 
launch a campaign to raise $400,- 
000 *-r the Olympic argosy. 

The feature of the financial cam- 
paign, as disclosed last night by 
Murray Hulbert, president of the 
Amateur Athletic Union, is to ask 
each city of 25,000 population or 
more to set a quota on the basis of 
1 cent per person. A town of 
minimum population thus would be 
expected to con‘ribute $250, while 
New York’s masses would have a 
quota of around $70,000. 

The main body of the American 
Olympic team will sail from New 
York July 12 on the President 
Roosevelt, which has been char- 
tered for the round trip and will 
be docked at Amsterdam to be 
used as a floating hotel while the

Cham- 
pion Joe Dundee gave Los Ange- 
les promoters an example of 
that. 

Now the rank and file of box- 
ing promotion artists are de- 
manding that fighters draw their 
own houses and draw their pay 
accordingly. They are bringing 
pressure to bear to make per- 
centage pay for boxing services 
imperative. 

“A fighter is worth no more 
than his share of what he can 
draw,” they wail. ‘And they are 
perfectly right. 

The drawback to the situation 
is that the promoters do not live 
up to their own plan and bring 
about their own troubles by try- 
ing to steal one another's head- 
liners, with increased bids. In 
other words, it fs the promoter 
and not the fighter that brings 
about the high price of talent. 

If the percentage pian could 
be made tron ciad, there would 
be fewer runouts and less trouble 
for the boxing commissions of 
the country. In the long run it 
would be better for the fighters, 
or for those members of the pro- 
fession who at all times are 
willing to give their best efforts.

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American Women Want More Color in Dresses Than’ Paris Prescribes 


Lucien LeLong, 


Explains It.

PARIS. 
HE other day, when I was. 
T passing the open door of one of , 
my fitting rooms, I heard a | 
cheerful voice cry out, “Come in, | 
Mr. LeLong.” Poking my head in- 
side, I saw one of my regular cus- 
tomers—an American woman who 
lives a great deal of the time in 
Paris—looking into the folding | 
mirror and studying the effect of | 
herself in a new frock. 

I examined it critically, for line, 
fit and general harmony with her 
temperament as I know it. 

“It’s stunning,” I decided, “but I 
hardly knew the mode! at first.” 

The original had been made in 
crepe de chine in two dark shades 
of blue. The gown I was looking 
at was of crepe satin in bright, 
strong colors. 

“What made you change it about | 
this way?” I asked her, out of. 
sheer curiosity. 

“I don’t know,” she answered | 
with a little hesitation. “You see. 
I am going home soon—to New | 
York. This is part of my traveling 
wardrobe.” | 

Then I understood. For this | 
woman is.one who has instinctive | 
taste in dfess, an intuitive sense of 
the fitness of things. Had she been 
remaining in Paris, I am quite sure, 
knowing her as I do, she would 
have taken the original model as it 
was. Her taste—in Paris—is 100 
per cent Parisian. But when she 
ordered this frock she ‘visualized 
herself in America and almost sub- 
consciously she,realized it ough’ to 
be a little brighter than the orig- 
inal. In severity of line and cut 
and in its extreme simplicity, which 
really disguised complex structure, 
she had a gown that was the es- 
sence of the Champs-Elysees itself; 
but, if I were to see the same dress 
at a distance on the Champs-Ely- 
sees, I should say to myself: “That 
woman is a toreigner—presumably 
an American.” 


The American Way.

Since then I have been thinking 
over this incident a great deal and 
wondering why my American cus- 
tomer and I both knew’ without 
arguing it out with each other that 
bright colors are more suited to 
New York than dark ones. I am 
quite sure they are. You see, I 
know a little about America now 
myself. I have been there twice, 
and now I am going again, I have 
just enough business excuse for the 
trip to assuage my conscience; but, 
really, what my reason for going is 
the same that brings you <Amer- 
icans to Europe in such numbers 
rest, vacation, change of scene anu 
inspiration. But the inspiration I 
get is very different from the one 
you assimilate here. You seek the 
inspiration that comes from con- 
tact with old civilization and the 
existing relics of ancient history. I 
get mine from your bracing cli- 
mate, the magnitude of your enter- 
prises, the vision of your. business 
and industrial leaders, the whole 
atmosphere of your youth and en- 
ergy—all that you so picturesquely 
sum up by the word ‘pep.” I am 
coming over for a new supply of 

ep. 

And I am wondering if that is 
not exactly the explanation of the 
changes made by my American 
customer in her dress—changes, 
you understand, that I would have 
made myself in it under thegsame 
circumstances. She really added a 
little American savory to my Pa- 
risian sauce. She jazzed it up a 
bit, for the dress was to be worn 
in New York. 


A Little More Emphasis 


There is no doubt in my mind 
that American women do favor in 
their clothes a little more—shall I 
say emphasis than do Parisiennes. 
I notice it constantly, not only in 
what my individual American cus- 
tomers choose for themselves, but 
also in what the professional buy- 
ers select for the great American 
public. Of all smart cities on 
earth, Paris is, I believe, the most 
subdued in its women's dress. It is 
as though Parisian women had 
said to each other: “In the long 
centuries past we have tried all 
possible combinations of color and 
fantasy in.our clothes. Now *we 
will rely entirely upon sheer ele- 
gance of line undimmed by strik- 
ing counter-effects.” 

America has no such world- 
weary attitude. 

Now, I have been trying to fig- 
ure out for myself what there is in 
the American character, apart from 
national youthfulness—and youth- 
fulness is always attracted by the 
sprightly in dress—to account for 
this preference. Some of the read- 
ere of this article may know my 
theory that mass taste in clothes— 
in other words, style—is always a 
response to environment. Style ex- 
presses life as it is lived. and if the 
atyle of one country varies ever so 
slightly from that of another it 
means that the conditions of exist- 
ence in those countries differ. 

I have been jotting down some of 
my speculations and observations 
on American life which I think may 
bear upon this subject. Let me 
write some of them here. and then 
yOu can see if you agree with me. 

Im the first place. there is the 
cult of size in America—the wor.

ters, and even our sunniest sum- 
mers are wan beside your blazing 
ones. In your brilliant sunshine 
even the, most stunning effects be- 
come subdued, just as in the tropics 
birds with the gayest plumage fit 
decorously into the ensemble.

From Bottles 


HEN old and lovely bottles 
W srs began to be used for 

lamp bases I am sure that 
many of us thought of it as a 
quickly passing vogue. When bot- 
tles were next manufactured and 
filled with colored water we 
thought this would probably be as 
far as it would go. But such has 
not been the case. 

The bottle has served as the 
form-inspiration for the designing 
of many of the finest lamps today. 
Not just the ordinary bottle shape, 
but the flat one, the oval one, the 
low broad one, have been employ- 
ed. Inexpensive yet pleasing ones 
are shown, meant to be filled with 
water or not as the case may be, 
of transparent glass. 

The glass designers and blowers 
of both Europe and America are 
producing really choice and ex- 
quisite pieces. They vary almost 
unbelievably in texture. It is no 
longer a matter of glass being a 
shiny transparent medium. Some 
of the glass has what jee like a 


downy bloom on it, other kinds are 
frosted, some is semi-transparent, 
some is quite opaque, and still an- 
other sort has flecks of gold or sil- 
ver running through it. 

The designs vary greatly, too. 
Some of the lamps are worked out 
in variations of the bottle form. 
but with raised decorations of 
rhythmic leaves and flowers on 


them, or figures, or abstract de- 
sign. 


There is no color which {s not 
used. There are primrose yellows, 
opalescent tones, clouéy moon- 
stone, milkiness, amethyst, pale 
peach pink, deep ruby red and sap- 
phire, spring green, and blue 
green.
